(Christian Science Monitor) 

Each recurring spring sees expressed in the 
American cities a demand for more 
neighborhood playgrounds for the children of 
the congested tenement districts, and various 
agencies renew their activities on behalf of

formed; plans are submitted to the municipal 
authorities, and the press joins in urging im- 
mediate action. Sometimes there are definite 
results, but too often the inertia of officialdom 
or the plea of insufficient funds, joined with 
protests against an addition to the city tax 
burden, leads to postponement, with the result 
that in no large city are there to be found 
sufficient playgrounds for those children whose 
only alternative is the public streets. 

With the coming of the motor vehicle in 
large numbers the relation of the child to the 
street has been entirely changed, so that it is 
not surprising to find, as set forth in a recent 
bulletin of the New York City Club, that 
through the operation of these vehicles in resi- 
dential districts the safety of children has been 
seriously endangered. The statement of facts 
showing these greatly increased hazards is an 
indictment of modern. city conditions that can- 
not be permitted to exist in what are presum- 
ed to be civilized societies. 

Provision is found in all large cities for 
breathing spaces in the form of parks, some 
few of which may be located contiguous to 
the more densely populated areas, but as a 
safety zones for children in the vicinity of 
safety zones for children in the vienity of 
their homes. When the park is at any con- 
siderable distance from the tenement districts 
the matter of street car fares is a serious item, 
and in very many cases there is no older person 
to take charge of the children and get them 
safely to and from the parks. 

Much ado is being made over the question 
of city planning, with a view to correcting the 
defects due to lack of foresight on the part of 
those who laid out what, have become centers 
of dense populations. Better transit facilities; 
restrictions on high buildings; 
certain kinds of manufacturing 
public baths; abolition of unwholesome 
ments, are among the desirable aims that are 
being studied and discussed. Of even greater 
importance is this question of municipal pro- 
vision of neighborhood playgrounds, and if in 
order to establsh them a lot of old ‘‘taxpayer’ 
rookeries must be torn down so much the bet- 
ter.

It is so strange ‘that the 
output of carriages and buggies in 1925 was 
35,000 lower than in 1923; but it appears extra- 


ordinary that as many were produced as the 


department reports. Where did the 14,789 
horse-drawn pleasure vehicles, which we are 
informed were manufactured in the United 


States last year, go? 

Horses are still extensively employed for 
the transportation of freight and for sport, but 
it is hard to imagine any but extremely old- 
fashioned folk preferring buggies to motor 
ears unless their roads are in such condition 
that a machine is likely to get stuck in the 
mud. 

The 14,789 carriages and buggies made last 
year probably were sent to rural regions off the 
beaten tracks of travel. Some of them were 
no doubt exported to foreign countries. 

As the number of automobiles increases and 
road construction proceeds, the demand for 
buggies will decrease still further. The time 
ean be foreseen when it will be well to put one 
in every museum as a relic.

There is in many towns a conflict between 
people whose first thought is to make money, 
and those whose first thought is to make an 
attractive home town. The first named people 
are constantly seeing chances to make money 
through some kind of development enterprise. 
If such promoters lack good taste, they are apt 
to eut up real estate in an undesirable way, or 
erect flimsy-looking dwellings, put up unsuit- 


able business buildings or erect them in places. , 


where they injure the looks of the town. They 
may sincerely believe their project helps the 
town grow and are commendable. 

These people are apt to show enterprise, 
and if they only had more sense of fitness and 
taste, they would do a lot of good. In a town 
where there is not much pride or community 
spirit, people of that type have things about 
their own way.. They go ahead with their 
commercialized projects, and the town grows 
helter-skelter and may-never develop into a 
real homey kind of place. 

But in a city with live community spirit, 
these money makers find that it pays to con- 
form to a higher standard. They learn that 
the average run of people take pride in their 
community, and want it made attractive and 
beautiful. They realize that unless their de- 
velopments are in keeping with ‘the standards 
desired, their enterprises will get in bad. 

They find that if they put up ugly houses, 
people are slow to buy or rent them, and if 
they erect unattractive stores in unsuitable 
places, people may not patronize them.

Southern California’s tremendous major- 
ities against repeal of the Wright Act finally 
saved the state from chaos which, it appears, 
our northern friends sought to create through 
throwing prohibition enforcement back onto 
the federal government. 

The situation created by the Wright Act 
contest serveg to emphasize, however, a condi- 
tign which is ee by such sec- 
tional divisions as wére most apparent during 
the recent campaign. It is very evident that 
the clashing points of view of Southern and 
Northern California are putting a strain on the 
bonds of statehood which, if it is continued, 
will eventually result in separation of the two 
sections of the state. 

That there are radical differences between 
the political and social ideas of the two see- 
‘tions cannot be denied and no good purpose is 
served in ignoring them. The ease with which 
controversial proposals may be placed on the 
conflict of these opposing viewpoints. The in- 
itiative and referendum laws of the state are 
working steadily toward state division. In- 
equality of legislative representation has laid 
the foundation of a very widespread unrest in 
the South. Effective bossism in the cities has 
contributed. : 

No one can say how rapidly such sentiment 
may develop. A few more contests as serious 
as the Wright Act repeal attempt may bring 
things to a head. The germ of the growth is 
present in the initiative and referendum laws. 
There is need for careful handling of state af- 
fairs if such a rupture is to be averted.
